Kind-Embarrnssments to Trade.

The steamboat interest has lately been labor-
ing, and, ns long as the present condition of
affairs continues, will labor under unusunl em-
barrngements. Althongh on the const and tri-
butary streams an asccumulation of products,
cotton especially, Is awaiting transportation to
market, seareity of fuel and consequent high
prices render it impossible for boats to reap the
advantages which otherwise they wounld derive
from the demand for their servicea. The de-
crente of tonnage, resulting from the destructive
fire on Bunday last, has, of course, diminished
the demand for fuel, but it 18 2o scarce and diffl-
cult to procure that an irregularity Is cansed
cquivalent to a partial suspension of navigation.

Coal, which was to be bad a fow weeks ago
at glxty-five cents per bushel, now costs one
dollar and seventy-five cents, and wood le pro-
portionately dear. Worse yet, an entire failure
of the eupply for navigation i® imminent every
day. Delnys in depirture and tardy movement
when under way are inevitable under such eir-
cumslances, The coust trade iz most embar-
rasged, but the tributary trade is llkewise suf-
fering. Fuel for the Natchez, which, o few
weeks ago, cost lesa than $2000 for a ronnd trip,
a8 high as Vicksburg, now costs $4000. It is
the game with the Pargoud, which runs to above
Milliken's Bend, and with all the upper coast
bonts.

There is some coal still at Natchez and Vieks-
burg, but nelther coal nor wood at way points,
and sufficient of either or both has to be taken
at this port to work through to Natchez, which
legeens the eapacity of boats for oulward freight.
The prosperity of the business on (he tribataries
is in like manner affected, though not in an
equal degree. The immediate trouble on these
rivers appears toarise fromthe idlencss of freed-
men during the holidays, when wood-chop-
ping, na well as every other kind of labor, is
snspended,

Boats In nll the (rodes are complaining of a
searcity of freights. With the low prices of
cotton and sugar ruling this season that searcity
is Inevitable, becanse nelther planter, farmer,
nor freedman consume as much in soasons of
low prices as they do In #easons of high prices.
And heréin iz an admonition to the people of
the city againet aldiog or conntenancing rail-
road monopolies or any scheme by which the
agricnlturist may be p'undered, for as the coun-
try Is prosperous and wealthy the ecity is pros-
perous and wealthy, and as the country Is im-

overished, whether by wholesale plunder or
ow prices of produce, the eity is impoverizhed.
IV would appear that the experience of this
year ehounld be & warning to the steamboat in-
tereét not to allow themselves to be canght
another season entirely dependent upon the

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A REMARKABLE TRIAL.

The Rolofl Murdor Unso—~The Prisonor Pleads
hin Cnae—Dramaiie Conrt Sesue.

BrxouaMrros, Jan. 11.—The long line of
witnesses summoned In the Hualoff murder trial
plled fact on fact so strongly, that before Lhe
prosecution closed the casge for the prisoner
seemed hopeless, By all the ingennitics of in-
ference and circnmstence the fatal web of
evidence was drawn more tightly about the pri-
soner until apparently no siogle loop-hole re-
malned for esenpe or evasion.

The evidence of James Flynn, Chlef of the
Police of this city, was the most fatal and con-
c¢lugive of all the points made agalnst the ae-
cused. His was the work of stationing guards
al every outlel from the clty, and largze patrols
on every street and Jane. The prineipal part of
his evidence, however, was when he came to
identify manuscripts, burglars' toals, false-faces,
ard mavy other articles, which had been
delivered to him by Detective Reilley, of New
York, and which the latter had taken from the
room of Ruloff at No. 170 Third avenue.

Among theee articles was the slip, seven-
elghths of a column In length, cut from a New
York journal of July 18, 1870, which had been
taken from a valise found in a feld here, and
identified as belonging to the prisoner. The
mutilatea newspaper eaused o profound pensa-
tion. It was exhibited, and the jury shown how
exactly the slip found in the prisoner’s desk
fitted the space left by eutting out the article,
Umne of the elaims of the State woas thus
good, and it wns established that a valize be-
longing to the prisoner had been found near the
seene of the murder, which contained n copy of
the paper which had been mutilated in the room
of Edward Leurlo, al No. 170 Third avenus, by
the entting out of an article which had baen lef
bebind in the desk of the prisoner, Ruloff,

Edward C. Jakob identified the prisoner asa
man who bad rented a floor in his father's
bouse at No. 170 Third avenue, New York eity,
unnder the name of Leurlo, and by a photagraph

ghown him Identifled the drowned burplar,
Tarvis, a2 the man who bad lHved with Leurlo,
nnder the name of Charles G, Curtis. Upon

theee important polnta young Jakob was not
shaken by cross-examination, bul uwpon Lhe
identity of the shoss and the vallse he was not
squally posidve. The prisoner, he sald, had
usually worn (' xford tles, slmtlur to the shoes
found at the scene of the murder, and the valise
found here was like one he had seen in the
prisorer's possession prior to his leaving the
bonee,

Rutoff said, in conversation, that if it were
not for that shoe he would beat the District At-
toruey, and he certninly showed himself of that
opinion by his vigorous and earneel cross-exas
mination of this witness, iz efforts were prin-
elpally directed to making Jacob stote that he
had worn boots when last at the honse. The
manuséripi book on langunge was |dentitied ny
witness as in the handwriting of the prisoner,
and the work on which be bad seen him en-
goged for a long tme while in the bouse.

ﬁuue of the witnesses of the defense respond-
ing to fhe call of the erier, Ruloff, nfter some
preliminary cross-questioning of Burrows, arose
with bhis notes and made the remarks he pro-
posed at the beginning of the trinl.  He urged
in & piteously tremulous voice and wlth io-
crensing agitation that the papers introduced
were inndmissible because the prosecation had
not proved, nor offered to prove when or under
whet clrcumstances they left his possession and
went into Lbat of the dead mau.

Defent of Governl Chanzy.

Loxvoxn, dJan, 11<580 P, M. —Important news
is just received from Versailles. The German
columns operating agalnst General Cnanzy have
driven him within one mile of Le Mans, after ase-
ries of engagements, in which one cannon, three
mitraillenses, and two thousand prisonsrs were

captured. The loss of General Werder's army
at the storming of Villemexel was two thousand
killed and wounded.
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At that time the court ruled that the evidence
relating to all and any of the burglars and mur-
darers might be received in evidence, nnd if ne
eufliclent evidence was given to connect the
defendant in this case with the commission of
crime, or in a conspiracy with the others, then
the evidence relating to the others might be
stricken out. He claimed that no evidence had
been given showing that he was connected in
apy way with the other burglars, that no con-
spiracy had been proven, and moved that all
evidence relating to Jarvia and Daxter he
stricken ont. Hiz conviction, he claimed, musat
be decided on evidence relating directly to him.

The judge zave the case Lo the jury yvesterday
afternoon, and after eix hours they returned und
gave a verdict of gullly of murder in the first
degree. The priconer’s counsel has moved for
a stay of proceedings, which Juodge Hogeboom
will hear at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning, If

Dr. Eannhan te be ‘Cried To-dny for Malfen-
sance v ONice—-Begioning of the Ead of the
Book Concern Senndnls.

Ta-day the trial of the Rev. Dr. Lanahan, Jr.,
agent of the Book Conecern of the Methodist
Episcopal Church, will be opencd at the pub-
lishing house, corner of Broadway and Eleventh
street, New York, before & court consisting of
the General Book Committee and such of Lhe
Bishops of the Church as may be able to be pre-
Eent.

It will be remembiered that in October last Dr.
Lanalian was suspended from his oflicial fune-
tions by the committee, pending his trial, upon
the lssue of which will depend his relnstate-
ment or his expulsion from office, on charges
whieh, though not affecting In any degree hia
Fe rsonal integrity or honesty of motive, ennnot
ail to prove dizastrons to his infiaence as o
Christion minister. Other matters will also ia-
cidentally be fully ventilated and perhaps de-
cided, in which the general public have fortwo
years past evineed no small interest.

The following are the charges in hrief: —

1, Offleial miscondnet and mallfeasance.

2. Neglect of officlal daty.

3. Untrothfulness, iraseibility, slanderon:
disposition, and other objectioonble personal
characteristics, which unfit him for the position
of aesisinut book sgent.

4. Insubordination to hiz officlal superiors,

the Book Committee, and violation of

pledges to them.

5. Waat of business qualifications and capa-
city for the discharge of Lis official duties as
such assistant bouk agent.
